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Condo policy causes contention 


Owners mad 
over changed 
requirements

Tempers flared as condominium 
owners and BYU administrators met 
Wednesday afternoon in the Varsity 
Theater to discuss BYU’s new hous- 
ing policy concerning condominiums. 

The new policy says condominiums 
must be BYU approved by Sept. 1. 
One of the implications of this is that 
all condominium buildings will have 
to be designated as either male or 
female and student or nonstudent. 


This building designation by gender 
and student status raises many con- 
cerns for condominium owners and 
tenants — especially those renting to 
family members. 

“The family issue was the biggest 
concern,” said Brent Harker, director 
of Public Communications. 

Although the policy has an exemp- 
tion for owners and family members 
that allows them to live in condomini- 
ums even if their gender does not 
comply with the designated gender of 
their building, their roommates must 
be of the designated gender, Harker 
said. 

The new policy says family mem- 
bers who are currently living in con- 
dominiums with roommates renting 
from the owners may continue to live 
there despite the building’s new gen- 
der designation until the family mem- 
ber moves out or the unit is sold, 
whichever comes first. 

After that, the unit must comply 
with the building’s designated gender 


and student status. 

Harker said this point of policy 
caused heated discussion among own- 
ers whose original intent for buying a 
condominium was to supply their 
children with a place to live while 
attending BYU. 


“There’s a good chance 
they (potential condo 
owners) won't get the loan 
they want ... because (the 
new policy) separates 
ladies from gentlemen 
and is discriminatory.”

McVeigh’s lawyer denounces 
alleged ‘jailhouse confession’

OKLAHOMA CITY — Timothy McVeigh’s lawyer dis- 
puted a report Wednesday that the suspect in the 
Oklahoma City bombing made a jailhouse confession. 

“Tm not aware that he’s confessed,” Stephen Jones told 
The Associated Press Wednesday. “Out where I come 
from, jailhouse confessions are a dime a dozen.” 

Meanwhile, the death toll was lowered to 167 after the 
Medical Examiner’s office said remains believed to be 
those of an unidentified woman were found to belong to 
another victim. 

The death toll also includes a nurse killed in the rescue 
effort. 

Also, the city announced plans to use less than 100 
pounds of explosives to demolish the building devastated 
by a 4,800-pound bomb. 

Barring bad weather, the ruins of the Alfred P. Murrah 
Federal Building will be brought down in just eight sec- 
onds, sometime before 10 a.m. Tuesday. 

The exact time of the blast will be announced next week 
so residents aren’t traumatized all over again. The city 
decided that explosives would be safer and quicker than a 
wrecking ball. 

Investigators for McVeigh’s defense will be allowed to 
inspect the ruins until midnight Sunday under an agree- 
ment worked out by federal prosecutors and McVeigh’s 
lawyer, Stephen Jones.

Y standards 
violation leads 


to dismissal 
of 5 athletes

Five Cougar football players were 
dismissed this week from BYU for 
violation of University standards, 
according to University administra- 
tors. 

Val Hale, assistant athletic director, 
said the players have 48 hours to 
appeal the decision. 

“The players have been notified that 
they have been dismissed from school 
for violation of standards,” Hale said. 
“They have the opportunity to make 
an appeal 48 hours after they have 
been notified of their dismissal.” 

The players who have been expelled 
are defensive backs Greg Steele, 
James Humes and James Heggins 
along with wide receiver Horace 
Tisdale and running back Tony Hicks. 

All five players can appeal the deci- 
sion, but Hale does not know if any 
have filed an appeal yet. 

Of the five, only Heggins and Steele 
saw playing time last season. Heggins 
started three games and had a total of 
14 tackles. Steele started two games 
and had six tackles and two pass 
deflections. 

The loss of Heggins, Steele and 
Humes leaves a hole in the Cougar’s 
secondary, as all were expected to 
contribute next season. Tisdale, a red- 
shirt freshman from Texas, has out- 
standing speed and was expected to 
be a deep threat next season. 

Hicks, a sophomore, was a highly 
recruited running back out of 
Alabama.

McVeigh and his Army buddy Terry Nichols have been 
charged in the April 19 attack. 

According to The New York Times, McVeigh claimed 
responsibility for the bombing and said he did not know 
there was a day-care center inside. The Times cited two 
sources it did not identify who claimed to have spoken 
with McVeigh. 

Jones would not speculate on the source of the Times 
report. Asked if he were a source, Jones said only, “If I 
were their source, why would they need two?” 

The FBI spokesman in Oklahoma City, Dan Vogel, 
would not comment on the report. 

Sheriff Jerry Cook said McVeigh spoke little at the 
Noble County Jail, where he was held after his arrest near 
Perry on a gun charge. Cook said McVeigh was in a cell- 
block with three other inmates. 

“The FBI questioned them at length and didn’t come up 
with anything,” Cook said, adding that his own interview 
with the inmates turned up no such information. 

Records show one of McVeigh’s cellblock mates was a 
man named Cecil Brown. 

A woman at Brown’s home in Enid said he would have 
nothing to say. 

At the federal prison at El Reno where McVeigh and 
Nichols are now being held, the U.S. Marshal’s Service 
said McVeigh is not allowed any contact with other 
inmates.

According to Leffler, most condo 
Owners purchase condominiums with 


government loans at low interest 
rates. 

The new policy will make it difficult 
for new owners to secure a govern- 
ment loan, because the policy causes, 
condominiums to be separated by’ 
gender, he said. 

“There’s a good chance they (poten-: 
tial condo owners) won’t get the loan; 
they want ... because (the new policy)! 
separates ladies from gentlemen and’ 
is discriminatory,” Leffler said. 

Another part of the policy that raises, 
concern says that “the entire complex’ 
could lose approval if any individual 
unit in the complex loses University 
approval.” 

“A disgruntled owner who doesn’t 
get (gender) status his way, will then 
sue the (condominium owners’) asso- 
ciation,” Lange said. 

Such a situation would put the entire. 
complex at risk of losing university’ 
approval, The University and condo-' 
minium owners will continue to talk, 
about the policy, Harker said.

Sen. Packwood faces 
misconduct charges

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
ethics committee concluded it has 
enough evidence to pursue allega- 
tions that Sen. Bob Packwood 
repeatedly made sexual advances 
toward women, used influence with 
lobbyists and businessmen to get his 
wife job offers and obstructed the 
ethics probe. 

In a five-page report released 
Wednesday, the panel alleged that 
Packwood committed 18 incidents 
of sexual misconduct from 1969 to 
1990 toward his own and col- 
leagues’ staffs, a dining room host- 
ess, a hotel desk clerk, a babysitter, 
a campaign worker, a Capitol eleva- 
tor operator and others. 

The report suggests the five-term 
Republican senator from Oregon 
may have altered his personal 
diaries sometime in December 1992, 
knowing it was likely the committee 
would ask to see them — a possible 
violation of federal law as well as 
Senate rules. 

Wednesday’s report came at the 
end of a 2 1/2-year preliminary 
inquiry by the panel. The formal 
probe it will now launch could lead 
to punishments ranging from a 
rebuke to expulsion from the Senate. 

Packwood seemed _ shaken 
Wednesday morning as he emerged 
from a hearing he held on Medicare, 
voicing surprise that the ethics panel 
had listed each instance of alleged 
sexual misconduct. 

While he has apologized in the 
past for “terribly offensive” behav- 


ior towards women, he refused to 
comment Wednesday on the report’s 
details. 

In a formal statement, Packwood 
said he will now “have an opportu- 
nity to request an appearance before 
the committee to discuss the matter, 
as I did not have a chance to appear 
before the committee at this prelimi- 
nary stage.” 

In Oregon, three women who had 
accused Packwood of making inap- 
propriate sexual advances expressed 
relief and surprise at the commit: . 
tee’s finding. , 

“I feel that the truth that I have 
spoken all along has been affirmed 
by the message that the ethics com- 
mittee has given us today,” said 
Gena Hutton. She was a young cam- 
paign worker in 1985 when she says . 
Packwood fondled her as they. 
danced at a function and then 
grabbed and kissed her, forcing his - 
tongue into her mouth. 

On Capitol Hill, Packwood’s fel- 
low Republican senators stood by 
him. 

Sen. Alan Simpson, R-Wyo., sug- 
gested that actions far in the past - 
had no bearing and said, “In my 
mind, he should continue exactly 
what he is doing. He does it very | 
capably.” 

Said Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah: 
“He is doing a great job. I don’t see 
any change in circumstances.” 

The report alleges that Packwood 
committed sexual misconduct in 
places ranging from his home and 
offices to a motel, a hotel and the 
Capitol basement.

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Gadhafi believes in more atomic bombs 


CAIRO, Egypt — Libyan leader Moammar Gadhafi has a novel idea for 
peace in the Middle East: more nuclear weapons. 

In a speech Tuesday Gadhafi thanked Israel for providing Arabs with an 
excuse to build an atomic bomb and said it was the only way to establish a last- 
ing peace in the region. Israel, though never acknowledging it, is believed to 
have up to 300 nuclear weapons. 

“We would like to thank the Israelis, the Americans and the entire Western 
alliance for having provided the Arabs with the excuse and justification to man- 
ufacture the atomic bomb,” he said. 

Gadhafi called building a bomb “self-defense” and compared it to the 40-year 
nuclear standoff between the United States and the former Soviet Union, which 
he said ensured a lasting peace. 


Bombing tragedy saddens inventor 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah inventor who perfected the technology 
behind the Oklahoma City bombing is saddened by its sinister application but 
says he isn’t culpable for the tragedy. 

Melvin A. Cook, the first man to commercially use ammonium nitrate as a 
powerful explosive, was thinking of safety when he invented.the process 40 
years ago. 

“People misuse technology that has benefited mankind ... 
unfortunate,” he said. 

The'83-year-old Salt Lake resident has dozens of patents and awards for his 
work ‘as an explosives inventor, including the 1968 Nitro Nobel Gold Medal 
from the Swedish Royal Academy of Engineering Sciences. He is still recog- 
nizedas one of the foremost experts in the industry and was sought out by fed- 
eral*authorities following the blasts at the World Trade Center in New York 
and-at the Alfred P. Murrah Federal Building in Oklahoma City.

SALT LAKE CITY — Survivors of the nurse slain during the 1991 Alta 
View Hospital siege have won a $97,000 settlement from the killer’s former 
wife. 

The family of nurse Karla Roth contended Karen Worthington-Brown knew 
her ex-husband Richard Worthington was taking a bomb and guns to Alta View 
Hospital because he was upset his wife had undergone tubal-ligation surgery 
there. 

The: suit contended Worthington-Brown was negligent for failing to call 
police or warn the hospital staff about her armed and angry husband. 

The man stormed the hospital, shot Roth and held three infants and five adults 
hostage for 18 hours during the Sept. 20, 1991, standoff before surrendering to 
police.

Nominations 
made for new 
court judges

Instigated by the passage of Utah 
House Bill 87, the judicial nomination 
process has begun in the second and 
fifth districts. 

The bill, passed during the 1995 
Utah Legislative session, changed the 
authority of county commissioners 
and increased the number of district 
judges in counties already utilizing 
the services of a commissioner. 

According to a press release, the Sth 
District Judicial Nominating 
Commission will convene on May 18 
to begin nominating candidates for 
the 5th District Juvenile Court, while 
four nominees for the 2nd District 
Court vacancy have already been cho- 
sen and released. 

Nominees for the 2nd District Court 
are Michael G. Allphin, a court com- 
missioner from Layton; Ernest 
William Jones, a deputy county attor- 
ney for Salt Lake County who is from 
Roy; Thomas L. Kay, a partner in the 
law firm of Snell & Wilmer who is 
from Bountiful and Brian J. Namba, a 
Davis County attorney from 
Centerville. 

The vacancies came as a result of a 
1994 Utah Supreme Court case, 
Ohms v. Salt Lake City. In this case, 
the court ruled that court commission- 
ers do not have the authority to “make 
final determinations in adjudicating 
and sentencing in circuit court cases,” 
said Myron March, deputy court 
administrator for the Administrative 
Office of the Courts. “However, the 
ruling did allow for the conversion of 
a commissioner position into a judge- 
ship.” 

That’s where House Bill 87 comes 
into effect. According to March, the 
bill states that in order to fill the 
vacancies, districts can either convert 
court commissioner positions into 
judgeships and/or retain the position 
of domestic commissioner. 

The 4th District Court in Provo con- 
verted only one commissioner posi- 
tion into a judgeship. 

A total of six commissioners are 
being converted statewide. 


Hikers, beware: Outdoors is nice, | 
but please don’t drink the water

While hiking Zion’s narrows or raft- 
ing the Colorado River this summer, 
scooping up a refreshing drink of 
river water may do more than quench 
your thirst. 

Giardia, an intestinal parasite that 
causes severe cramping, diarrhea and 
flu-like symptoms has about a 10-day 
incubation period and is contracted 
from oral consumption of contaminat- 
ed water. 

The parasite is found in bodies of 
untreated water. 

Wyatt Frampton, public health vet- 
erinarian, said giardia can be contract- 
ed from both running and still water 
sources, but cannot be contracted 
through the eye cavity or skin absorp- 
tion. 

Within Utah County last year, 60 to 
80 cases of giardia were reported, 
according to Dave Johnson, bureau 
director of Environmental Health. 
Frampton said the virus is often found 
in water sources that are exposed to 
animal or human waste. 

Lakes or rivers found high in the 
mountains or along hiking trails are 
often sources of giardia. 

This can be dangerous for hikers or 
campers who drink the water without 
first boiling, filtering or treating the 
water with iodine tablets. 


Commerce Secretary’s finances 
should be investigated, Reno says 


WASHINGTON — An independent 
council should investigate Commerce 
Secretary Ron Brown’s finances, 
including his failure to disclose 
details of payments from a former 
business partner, Attorney General 
Janet Reno said in court papers 
unsealed Wednesday. 

Reno asked a court panel to appoint 
the council to determine if Brown 
improperly accepted nearly $500,000 
from the partner and whether he 
deliberately filed inaccurate disclo- 
sure statements and a misleading 
mortgage statement. 

Brown called Reno’s request “‘disap- 
pointing” and said he was confident 
he would be exonerated. 

President Clinton also predicted the 
independent council would find no 
wrongdoing, and he said that in the 
meantime he valued Brown’s “‘contin- 
ued service on behalf of this country.” 

At the center of the case are 
Brown’s dealings with business- 
woman Nolanda Hill, who was his 
partner in First International 
Communications Inc. 


Reno said Brown became a partner 
without investing any money, but 
received nearly $500,000 from the 
company and Hill when he sold his 
interest in 1993, after he became com- 
merce secretary. 

Reno asked that the investigation 
also include Hill and her other com- 
panies, since money from those com- 
panies may have been used to pay 
Brown. 

In her application to the court, Reno 
said Brown reported selling his inter- 
est in First International on a required 
disclosure form. But, she added, on 
other parts of the form he did not 
record that he had received $135,000 
from the company and that it would 
pay about $300,000 of his personal 
debts. 

This is the second time Brown has 
been investigated by the Justice 
Department. 

In February 1994, the department 
found no substance to allegations 
made that he accepted $700,000 to 
help lift the U.S. trade embargo 
against Vietnam.

Dance deserves ‘belly’ much respect

When most people hear the term 
“belly dancing,” images of scantily 
clad, veil-wearing women come to 
mind. However, the original “belly 
dance” is far from its Americanized 
prodigal cousin. 

Belly dancing is a form of tradition- 
al dance in many Middle Eastern 
countries. The position of the dancer’s 
arms, hands, fingers, and the rest of 
the body, tell stories and express 
moods. Belly dancing would be more 
appropriately termed Middle Eastern 
folk dancing. 

Belly dancing was first introduced 
into the U.S. at the 1895 Chicago 
World’s Fair. A Syrian dancer named 
Little Egypt performed before her 
first American audience and the dance 
caught on. Since then, belly dance has 
become westernized, which has been 
the main cause of its tarnished image. 

Cabaret dancing, the ‘prodigal cousin 
of the traditional dance, is the sugges- 
tive, loose type of dance that most 
people associate with belly dancing. 
Traditional dancing is far from the 
lurid movements of cabaret and more 
closely resembles Polynesian danc- 
ing. 

A traditional belly dance is separat- 
ed into five distinct movements, simi- 
lar to a suite, said Lorie Davis, a BYU 
faculty member. These movements 
include an initial greeting, a series of 
slower movements focusing on veils 
and arm motions, a movement with 
quick steps and hip motion, a series of 
movements in which the dancer is 
seated or lying on the floor, and a 
final “wild movement” in which the 
dancer “shimmies from stem to stern” 
and finally sinks to the floor amid the 
crash of cymbals, Davis said. 

Davis enjoys belly dance for its 
relaxing, but vigorous, workout. 

“After belly dancing for 20 minutes, 
you’re extremely fatigued,” Davis 
said. “It’s not only a strengthening 
exercise, but also aerobic — it uses 
muscles you never knew you had.” 

Jason Roque, owner of Kismet, a 
belly dance supply store in Salt Lake 
City, also praised the physical benefits 
of*belly dancing. 

“Belly dancing is a creative exercise 
with a lot of aerobic benefit,” he said. 
“Ti’s very good for the mind and 
body.” 

Roque first became interested in 
belly dancing when he saw his future 
wife, Yasmina, performing at the Utah

Skinner will also make an appear- 
ance at the store from 3:30 to 4:30 
p.m. today. He will demonstrate on 
the climbing wall and will sign free 
posters. 

Anyone interested in climbing a 
wall can try their skills and determi- 
nation at the Orem R.E.I. store. It is 
open to the public on Saturdays 11 
a.m. to 3 p.m. free of charge.

Before joining 
BYU’s law faculty, he held a private law 
practice in Salt Lake City, was general legal 
counsel for the Shoshone-Bannock Indian 
tribes of Idaho, was elected prosecuting 
attorney for Bannock County, Idaho, and 
was Idaho attorney general.

Provo drivers take 15 to 30 trips daily

Today some 46,000 Provo drivers 
will do something they do almost 
every day — go down north State 
Street, which is just one example of 
how Provo drivers tear up the roads | 
1/2 to three times more than the 
national average. 

City traffic engineers compared two 
Provo traffic surveys to national data 
collected by the Trip Generation 
Institute of Transportation and discoy- 
ered Provo drivers were significantly 
above the national average. 

City traffic surveys show Provo dri- 
vers make 15 to 30 trips a day. 
According to Trip Generation, going 
from the apartment to the grocery 
store and back to the apartment is an 
example of two trips. 

Trip Generation shows that the aver- 
age American makes 10 trips in a day. 

People need to buy a week’s supply 
of groceries instead of the supply for

only a day and a half, said Casey Serr, 
a Provo city traffic engineer. 

“We need to carpool to games or 
work. We need to walk, ride a bike or 
do telecommuting,” Serr suggested to 
reduce the trips Provo drivers take. 

Serr said traffic problems will not be 
solved until people get tired of them, 
and the only way they will get tired of 
them is if something makes them 
uncomfortable. 

While the first survey counted cars 
traveling Provo streets, a survey con- 
ducted later focused on three neigh- 
borhoods varying in size and financial 
standings. 


The neighborhoods composed of 


people with high salaries were shown 
to make the greatest number of trips, 
according to this survey. 

“The reason for that may be that 
they are older and have more teen- 
agers in the home that drive, or per- 


haps they can afford more cars,” Serr 


said. 
Traffic engineer Dave Graves said in

the Provo City Council May 9, that 40 
years ago a home was lucky to have a 
garage, but today garages are com- 
mon and three-car garages are not 
uncommon. 

University Parkway is among the 
most frequently traveled roads in the 
Provo area with 35,000 drivers per 
day, 900 East follows with 22,000, 
and 200 West with 18,000, Graves 
said. 

He added the population of Utah is 
increasing at a rate of 2 percent a year 
while the driving rate increases 5 per- 
cent a year. 

Serr said the city needs to make 
changes at certain intersections to 
speed up traffic. 

Modifying turning lanes and signal 
movements are areas that could help 
uncork traffic jams, Serr said. 

_“We don’t have very much area to 
work with.” Serr said, referring to the 
possibility of creating new roads or 
increasing the number of lanes per 
road.

WASHINGTON — Republicans 
began pushing their dramatic blue- 
print for balancing the budget through 
the House on Wednesday despite 
Democratic cries that it would give 
the rich tax cuts “paid for by our 
grandmothers.” 

Republicans said the measure would 
halt a three-decade string of budget 
deficits by 2002 by squeezing big sav- 
ings from Medicare and Medicaid 
while eliminating three Cabinet agen- 
cies and hundreds of other programs. 
They said the package would save a 
record $1.4 trillion over the next 
seven years, using $350 billion to cut 
taxes on families, businesses and 
investors and the rest to erase red ink. 

Both parties knew their fight over 
the deficit probably will dominate 
next year’s elections. Balancing the 
budget and reducing taxes would ful- 
fill the central campaign promises the 
GOP made last fall and, Republicans 
said, spell a brighter economic future 
for America. 

“This is about the children,” said 
House Budget Committee Chairman 
John Kasich, R-Ohio, chief architect 
of the package that was certain to pass 


Thursday. 
But using words like “horrible,” 
“irresponsible” and “extreme,” 


Democrats attacked Republicans not 
for what they would do but how they 
would do it. They said seniors, stu- 
dents, poor families and other vulner- 
able people would shoulder the brunt 
of the plan’s pain while well-off 
Americans and huge corporations 
would reap some benefits in the form 
of tax breaks. 

“If Republicans were serious, they 
wouldn’t have a budget-busting $350 
billion tax giveaway paid for by our 
grandmothers,” said Rep. Marcy 
Kaptur, D-Ohio. 

In a precursor of Thursday’s final 
passage, lawmakers approved the 
rules for debating the measure by a 
mostly party-line 255-168 vote. In the 
end, up to 10 Democrats and fewer 
Republicans seem tikely to defect 
from their parties’ positions. 

On the other side of the Capitol, 
Senate Republicans planned to begin 
a weeklong floor debate Thursday on 
their own budget-balancing plan. That 
measure, crafted mainly by Senate 
Budget Committee Chairman Pete 
Domenici, R-N.M., now lacks a tax 
cut. However, GOP senators spent 
much of Wednesday privately trying 
to decide whether to add them during 
floor debate. 

The proposed budgets would bind 
Congress to reduce the deficit by 
specified amounts, but the programs 
they target are recommendations only. 
Lawmakers will make those final 
decisions in future bills that may pro- 
voke veto fights with President 
Clinton. 

Knowing that, Senate Majority 
Leader Bob Dole, R-Kan., criticized 
Clinton for saying Wednesday that he 
will veto a GOP bill cutting $16.4 bil- 
lion approved in past budgets. 

“Unfortunately, it appears the presi- 
dent of the United States doesn’t want 
to cut anything,” said Dole. “He will 
sit on the sidelines, throw rocks at 
Republicans as we try to bring the 
budget into balance.” 

Though couched in dollars and 
cents, Wednesday’s House debate was 


largely about how each party wants to 
be defined heading into 1996: 
Republicans as hardheaded champi- 
ons of deficit reduction, Democrats as 
protectors of the vulnerable and tor- 
mentors of the rich. 

“These are not American values.” 
House Minority Leader Richard 
Gephardt. D-Mo.. said of the GOP 
outline. “This is a redistribution from

But Republicans didn’t flinch.
